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Pres, said he didn't know what B had said to 
Gallagher or what Moyers has said to the press, but he 
needs guidance from B as to what he can say on our peace 
offensive in much more specific terms than in the speech, 
since he (Pres.) has to carry the torch of lack of candor 
and questions on credibility, etc. Mentioned Alsop 
can have secret documents of his own and other people 
can let them in on it, but the Pres, doesn't know, B 
mentioned he had talked to Goodwin about this earlier 
this morning. Pres, mentioned everything they put in 
the speech, somebody takes out. 

B said he had told Goodwin we could say there had 
been a written communication given to the Hanoi regime 
through diplomatic channels on December 28. B said he 
didn t want to indicate it was passed at Rangoon; we want 
to keep that as a possible channel for quiet communication; 
the press as yet is not in on this--they are looking in 
Europe at the moment. This is the only point Goodwin had 
raised with B. B told the Pres, of his meeting this morning 
with the SFRC. In specific language, B suggested: "We 

have passed the word to the NVN regime in many ways and 
in many channels." Said "The President, the Secretary of 
S*" a **®> other top officials authorized to speak have 
conferred over 200 times during 1965 to make clear the 
American intentions and objectives in the search for a 
peaceful solution." President asked the time of day 
the written co mmun ication had been given to the Hanoi 
regime, and B said he would get it and pass the word to 
Moyers . 

Pres, asked if we could point up Poland, Yugoslavia 
and Hungary. B replied the Hungarians are sensitive at 
this point and he would not raise this. We can, however, 
point up the Mission of Harriman to Poland and Yugoslavia. 

Pres . asked if there was any encouragement in the 
TIME story this morning and B replied he is saying thefe 
is nothing new. The DRV is ready to talk with us if we 
are ready to talk on an official basis, but this doesn't 
go any further than to indicate they would stick to the 
four points.
